Anyone may 
apply for the channel rights up to the final awarding by the FCC. 
If two or more persons apply, a hearing will bo held. 
Since the lifting oí the television "freeze,” there now are ap­ 
proximately 550 VHF channels and 1500 UHF channels available 
throughout the United States. 
The final awarding will be at a later date, as over 750 appli­ 
cations are now under consideration by the FCC and only 40 grants 
have been made in the past 90 days.

August Building 


Brings $421,700 


in Construction 
Thirty-four building permits 
for construction costing $421,700 
were issued by the city huilding 
department during August, a de­ 
crease of S110.249 from the same 
month in 1951. 
Permits for 18 new units at 
Howard Manor and five other 
hotel additions totalled $269,000, 
over half of the total amount. 
Two permits were issued for 
new homes of $32,000. 
Total for the first 
eight 
months of 1952 is $3,804,299, 
compared to $4,270,060 for the 
same period in 1951. This year 
continues ahead of 1950 though, 
when permits were issued for 
$2,776,545.

Tragedy Ends 
Village Holiday 
for L.A. Family 
A two and a half year old 
boy was the lone casualty of 
the Labor Day holiday in the 
Palm Springs area—a victim of 
drow-ning in a swimming pool at 
a local hotel on North Palm Can­ 
yon drive Saturday afternoon. 
The youngster. Albert Eugene 
Suard. son of Mr. and Mrs. Al­ 
bert Suard, 2205 West Sixth 
street, Los Angeles, was in a 
round tube, floating at the shal­ 
low end of the pool just before 
the accident was noticed. His 
parents were taking pictures of 
him and of each other while he 
was enjoying himself in the 
water, local firemen reported. 
HIS FATHER reported that he 
glanced over at the pool, saw 
that ho had disappeared and 
upon closer inspection could see 
him at the bottom of the pool. 
He jumped into the water, and 
brought the boy out. 
He had only taken his "eyes 
off him for a minute,” it was 
reported by firemen. 
While Suard started artificial 
respiration, Mrs. Suard notified 
the police, who in turn called 
the fire department. 
SGT. HOWARD POE arrived 
at the scene and aided the 
father in applying artificial res­ 
piration until the firemen ar­ 
rived with the resuscitator a few 
minutes later. 
Firemen worked over the boy 
about an hour, trying to revive 
him. Dr. William Aikin and Dr. 
P. A. Staley supervised the fu­ 
tile attempt to revive the child. 
A small bruise was found on 
the temple of the boy, which 
led firemen to believe that he 
struck his head on the side or 
bottom of the pool, rendering 
him unconscious. 
THE BODY was taken to Wie- 
fels and Son Mortuary on in­ 
structions of the county coroner. 
Funeral services were held 
Tuesday morning at the Prectous 
Blood Catholic church in Los 
Angeles, with interment follow­ 
ing in Holy Cross cemetery 
there.

Marshal Tito, the actual head 
of the government of this im ­ 
portant barrier country of seven­ 
teen million people, fl^w from 
his island summer home on the 
Adriatic and came south from 
his m ountain place at Beled, to 
receive the fifty American w rit­ 
ers and speakers of our party to ­ 
day. 
His city office is on Ihe hill 
above Zagreb, which is the pro­ 
vincial capital of Croatia, while 
Croatia is by far the most pro­ 
gressive of the six provinces or 
“republics” 
of the 
“Federated 
Republics” which m ake up Yugo­ 
slavia. 
He is not the president 
of the Federation—th at is Doctor 
Riber—hut is seerptlv general of 
the group known as the Party, 
minister of defense and “presi­ 
dent" of the government. 
He has been called the "Win- 
slon Churchill of eastern Fur- 
ope." and it is possibly true that 
excepl for his stand against Rus­ 
sia. Russian imperialism might 
by now have swept across E u r­ 
ope. 


IN HIS OFFICE building he 
greeted each one personally, both 
coming and going, a large, h a n d ­ 
some 
m an 
with 
gray 
eyes, 
bronzed face, grayish hair, im ­ 
aginative 
head 
(the ears set 
low), a most attractive smile, 
and when he spoke, a clear and 
melodious voice. 
He wore no 
glasses, though he uses them for 
reading. 
We were informed that he had 
just received 200 students from 
Duquesne 
university 
in 
Pitts­ 
burgh. in Zagreb on a mission 
of understanding and of encour­ 
agem ent 
to 
Roman 
Catholic 
youth. 
The 
M arshal 
said 
nothing 
about military defense, for we 
had not asked him, but his rec­ 
ord is that of a superb military 
leader, and his people have a 
long record for stubborn resist­ 
ance. 


PEOPLE IN YUGOSLAVIA, like 
leaders in Berlin, in Paris, and 
in London, do not think that 
Russia will make w ar now. But 
if it comes, it will be a blitz, 
and 
any 
American 
ideas 
of 
building up a force after an a t ­ 
tack are probably over-optimis­ 
tic. 
The country is putting 22 
percent 
of its federal 
budget 
into m ilitary channels, while it 
needs every cent it can spare to 
develop 
Its great 
natural 
re­ 
sources of corn land, wheat land, 
oil, copper and coal. 
Marshal Tito had. however, a 
great deal to say about the f u ­ 
ture of his country. His ability 
to unite the six provinces has 
been almost as amazing as his 
w ar record. He has six horses of 
different temperament, training, 
strength, to drive abreast.

Croat) is western in its culture. 
Wilh Its capital, beautiful Z a­ 
greb. it played a great part in 
the homogeneous Austrian e m ­ 
pire which had at least a hal-

Macedonia, at the 
south end, is the least devel­ 
oped. and except for som e parts 
of Rumania, has probably the 
lowest standard of living in Eur­ 
ope. 
Bui 
all 
are 
improving. 
America sent great quantities of 
w heat just after the war, and 
through seven years has given or 
lent them half a billion dollars 
to get hack, apart from military 
aid. 
The Marshal has put indust­ 
rialization—developing m anufac­ 
turing and natural resources— 
first, and developing the farm 
second.' but plans now to put 
farm ing 
first. 
He 
encourages 
m erging the 
little strip farms 
into collective farm s w hich will 
own good plows and combines. 
The 
government 
is 
turning 
from the policy which 
Russia 
followed, of forcing farm ers to 
put their land into collectives. 
It now relies on persuasion and 
now allows the farm er to keep 
a little land for himself, and to 
have some hold on the rest of it. 


THE STORY OF TITOS’S break 
with the Russians is a strange 
one. The break w as partly due to 
arrogance, a cause of m an y of 
the 
nationalist 
revolutions in 
the modern world; partly, per­ 
haps mainly, to Russia's plan 
lo m ake Yugoslavia a raw m a ­ 
terials country whose products 
would go to Russia for m an u fac­ 
ture. 
“We differ from Russia," he 
said, “in our belief in self-gov­ 
ernment. 
Second, Russia 
uses 
harsh force to implement its pol­ 
icies. 
We trust 
in persuading 
people. 
Russia does not value 
people as individuals, while we 
do. We do not try to guide and 
interfere 
with 
the actions of 
other countries as Russia does. 
We adapt our com m unism to the 
special conditions of our country 
w hile Russia has one mould, one 
doctrinaire practice, for all its 
satellits. We have dropped forc­ 
ible collectivizing of our farms. 
Unquestionably, Yugoslavia is 
no false front for Russian im­ 
perialism. Without a large group 
of 
trained adm inistrators 
she 
has m ade mistakes. She is, how­ 
ever, growing, and conditions are 
im m ensely 
better 
th an 
three 
years ago. 
Last week an airplane flight 
of 90 m inutes took us to Mace­ 
donia. from which cam e Philip 
of Macedón and A lexander the 
Great. They show a great pile 
of 
m arble burial stones from 
Greek and Roman times. There 
Paul the Apostle cam e after his 
dream of a m an, in the same 
printed cap which they w ear to­ 
day, 
saying, “Come over into 
M acedonia and help us.” There 
the Turk gave his m iserable gov­ 
ernm ent for centuries. Now Ihe 
province and the federal gov­ 
ernm ent are trying desperately 
to introduce better m ethods of 
farming. 


Loff of Cathedral City, now with 
Unesco in Paris, who spent m any 
months in Macedonia, told us 
that conditions have improved 
greatly in three years, because 
of fertilizers, farm tools, better 
methods, more education. 
He is 
trying hard to get groups of peo­ 
ple in America to help some 
Yugoslav village, school or hospi­ 
tal, 
through 
Unesco. 
care 
of 
United Nations, East 42nd street, 
New York. 


WEST BERLIN-is the least pos­ 
sible city in the world, an island 
in an angry, hostile sea, a capi­ 
tal without a country, a house 
suspended without sidewalls or 
floor. Two million people livp in 
constant danger of an explosion 
without warning, as in an a p a rt­ 
ment over a time-bomb, which 
m ay never go off but may ex­ 
plode any minute. 
It is a 
great city 
with no 
friendly farm land around it. Its 
railroads are, so far as western 
Europe is concerned, almost non­ 
existent. 
Its rails and stations, 
except those pointed eastward, 
rust from lack of use. Its h igh­ 
ways are blocked off. It has to 
import its food, its coal, its raw 
materials for its factories; and 
its main connection 
with 
the 
West is only 13 trains a day. Y’et 
1 it 
is 
Ihe 
important 
bulwark 
against the spread of Russian 
imperialistic communism across 
Europe. 


ITS MAIN PROBLEM 
is, 
of 
course, that it is cut off from the 
West. 
No one seems to know 
why. Only one railroad line is 
open to the West, and from the 
elevated 
part 
of the 
“Under­ 
ground Railroad,” one can see a 
great, idle, bomb-scarred station 
a n d a yard full of rusty rails. 
Having to import most of its 
food from a great distance, with 
road 
transportation 
uncertain, 
Berlin has tremendous expenses. 
Its citizens, who depend on ex­ 
ports for their food, have heavy 
costs to move their products to 
their sales outlets. The Marshall 
plan 
has 
been 
indispensable, 
w ith its aid 
to utilities 
and 
transportation. 
Its difficulties are multiplied 
by the fact that at least 190.000 
refugees have entered from the 
Soviet sector of the city and from 
the Soviet zone around it, during 
the last two and a half years. 
This sum m er they 
have been 
percolating across at the rate of 
200 a day. 
A leading Senator 
reports that more than a quarter 
of a million people have filtered 
into West Berlin. 
The West zone, or Blindes Re­ 
public, m eaning Western 
non­ 
Soviet Germany, takes part of 
the responsibility for feeding the 
political refugees, who are one- 
third of the immigrants. Every 
tenth person in Berlin is on pu b ­ 
lic relief. 
Impoverished Berlin 
pays three-fourths of the relief 
costs to aid the unemployed. 
They told us in Paris, “If you 
see West Berlin, you will under­ 
stand w hy the western countries 
cannot now pull out,” and that 
is true.
